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LOCATION. 

The  St.  Joseph  City  School  Library  is  located  in  the  High  School 
building  on  Main  street,  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  City 
Schools. 


MANAGEMENT. 

The  Library  is  under  the  management  of  a Library  Committee, 
appointed  by  the  City  Board  of  Education,  and  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  City  Schools  and  a Librarian 
appointed  by  him. 

TIMES  OF  DRAWING. 

The  Library  will  be  open  for  the  public  drawing  of  books  on  Fri- 
day afternoon  of  each  week  during  the  school  year,  and  on  Saturday 
afternoon  during  the  summer  vacation.  The  schools  have  access  to 
the  Library  at  all  times  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

RULES  FOR  DRAWING. 

1.  — Each  patron  of  the  Library  will  be  required  to  sign  an  identi- 
fication card  giving  full  name  and  residence,  street  and  number.  All 
persons  not  known  by  the  Librarian  to  be  resident  tax-payers,  will 
be  required  to  secure  the  endorsement  upon  these  cards  of  some  ac- 
ceptable resident  tax-payer,  who  thereby  guarantees  the  payment  of 
all  fines  or  losses. 

2.  — No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  have  more  than  one  book  at  a 
time,  nor  to  retain  the  same  more  than  two  weeks,  but  with  the  consent 
of  the  Librarian  he  may  draw  it  anew. 

3. — -When  a person  has  incurred  a fine  imposed  under  these  rules, 
neither  he  nor  any  member  of  his  family  will  be  loaned  a book  while 
such  fine  remains  unpaid. 

4.  — The  fines  assessed  shall  be  : First,  for  detention  of  a book, 
five  cents  per  week  or  fraction  of  a week  ; second,  for  loss  of  a book, 
the  cost  of  the  book  ; third,  for  injury  to  a book,  an  amount  propor- 
tionate to  the  injury,  to  be  estimated  by  the  Librarian,  subject  to 
revision,  on  appeal,  by  The  Library  Committee. 

5 — Books  belonging  to  the  reference  library  shall  be  kept  in  the 
Library;  but  shall,  in  the  Library,  be  open  to  inspection,  and  the  whole 
Library  shall,  at  all  times  convenient  to  the  Librarian,  be  open  to  pub- 
lic examination. 

CATALOGUES. 

A uniform  price  of  ten  cents  per  copy  will  be  charged  for  cata- 
logues. Catalogues  will  be  supplied  free  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  their 
schoolrooms  and  for  the  consultation  of  patrons  in  the  Library.
